aa wiil permit the winding up of the Compan- 
ies without lo<s to stockholders. The natural 
effect of these withdrawals wiil be the concen- 
tr tion of the business among a smaller aumber 
of offices, an concerted action, where neces- 
sary, to place it upon a more satisfactory basis. 
These movements, with areturn to a normal 
loss ratio, which may be reasonably looked for, 
must eventually result favorably to the Co:n- 
panies rem .ining in tho field.
